the Communists of the 1013 roll was 
present, a fact explained as the re-

achievement of thc busk- 


Palmer inquisition. 


The report slates that the United 


Communist party, "making no pretense 
of legality," promulgated a declaration 
of revolutionary principles asserting 
that the final struggle between work- 
ers and capitalists will take the form 
of civil war, and that it is the func- 
tion of the United Communist party 
systematically to familiarize the work- 
ing class with the necessity of armed 
insurrection as the only means thru 
which the capitalist government can 
be overthrown. 


The platform denounces the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor as "the bul- 
wark of capitalism," condemns

British Troops Assisted By 


Rainstorm Restore Quiet 


Among Irish 


BELFAST. June 25.—A flotilla of 


British destroyers has arrived at Lon- 
donderry and is lying in the harbor 
today with the city under its guns. 


The heavy fighting which had been 


raging intermittently since Saturday 
has died down to isolated skirmishing 
and sniping. 
A severe wind storm, 


which began early today assisted the 
British troops in restoring peace in 
the battle ridden city. 


One person was killed while a de- 


tachment of soldiers was dispersing a 
band of looters. 


There 
was 
considerable 
sniping 


during the night. Shortly after mid- 
night the troops patrolling the city 
fired several heavy volleys into build- 
jings where snipers were 
concealed 


an then began an intensive search for 
the riflemen. 


According to a telephone message 


from a Londonderry huburh, firing 
again broke out between 5:00 and fi:00 
o'clock. A British officer was quoted 
as saying that "things 
were 
pretty 


hot." 


A second telephone message 
from 


Londonderry said that/'all fighting 
has ceased." British troops took pos- 
session of the grounds and buildings 


i of St. Columbus college, where there 
had been considerable sniping. Busi- 
ness in Londonderry is still virtually 
at a standstill. Most of the shop keep- 
ers feared to open up their stores. 


It is reported that Sinn Keiners hid- 


den on the height?; on the outskirts of 
the city fired a number of shots at the 
British warships in thc harbor. 


Searchlights on the ships and those 


on shore operated by the troops were 
kept playing on the city thruout the 
night. 


Thc British military authorities be- 


lieve that, they have the situation com- 
pletely in hand, but they have had a 
difficult time checking the widespread 
looting. 


In the outskirts of the city masked 


raiders forcibly entered many homes 
indiscriminately pillaging the property 
of Sinn Feiners and Unionists.

They declare they are 
weary of promises and point to tha 
reports "that the board is deadlocked. 
It must, he admitted that they have 
waited patiently and for a long time. 
They have the notion that the board 
is unable to agree On the switchmen's 
demands. \Ve have no answer to their 
argument that the cost of living is ris- 
ing while the board is deliberating. 
Shopmen and other railroad workers 
affiliated with the railway employes' 
department are being counselled by

HE remainder of Mr. Manly's conclusions entitled "War Profits Of The 


ProfltccrF," and based on his inspection of a Report of the Secretary of 


the Treasury, known as Senate Document No. 253, is given below, 


The figures he presents and the conclusions he draws from them are cer- 


tainly worth knowing and should be acessible to every American citizen. 
Why 


the senate pigeon-holed this document after it was placed In its possession we 
do not know. 
Why the Department of Justice has ignored this document or 


why it has not employed expert accountants like Mr. Manly to prepare just 
such evidence as has been printed in this column, we do not know. 


Perhaps our readers can make as accurate a guess as we could. 
Mr. 


Manly concludes by paying his respects to the American Woolen company, or 
a company most similar to it. for like some of the meat packers, this compan 
somehow had sufficient influence to keep its corporate name covered up. On 
this point Mr. Manly says: 


"The Treasury' Department reports give the returns of 45 woolen am 


worsted mOto, one of which earned 1,770 per cent on its capital stock. 
Out of 


tie forty-five, seventeen reported profits of more than 100 per cent on their 
capital stock. 
Among the woolen mills we also have a case similar to that of 


the meat'packers, of concealment of income from the eyes of the public. On 
page 380 of the Treasury report is shown the Income of a woolen company 
capitalized at $60,000.000. So far as 1 have been able to ascertain, there is only 


•one woolen company in the United States capitalized at that amount—the 


American Woolen Company. 


"The Treasury Department's report shows that in 1917 this sixty-milllon- 


dollar woolen company reported a net. income of ?2S,5GO,342. 
Thp annual ro- 


port of the American Woolen Company for 1917 shows a net income before 
taxes were deducted of only $13.883.al55. 
If 'this sixty-million-dollar woolen 


company is in fact the American Woolen Company—and the evidence seems 
to be conclusive—it is clear that the American Woolen Company in 1917 con- 
cealed from its stockholders and from the public profits of nearly $15.000.000. 


"In other words, the actual profits of the American Woolen Company in 


1917 appear from this comparison to have been more than twice as great as 
the company acknowledged in its annual report and in Its statements to the 
American people. The stockholders of the American Woolen Company have 
every reason to demand an accounting from the officers of that corporation to 
ascertain wether or not $15,000,000 of profits were actually concealed, as these 
facts seem to indicate, and if so what disposition was made of that enormous 
sum of money. 


"It must not be imagined that manufacturers wore the only ones who 


reaped enormous profits while the nation was at war. 
The report, of the Treas- 


ury Department shows 2,068 clothing and dry goods stores, one of which earned 
9,826 per cent on its capital stock, and nearly 10 per cent of the entire number 
earned more than 100 per cent on their capital stock. 
Out of 313 department 


stores, one earned 757 per cent on its capital stock, and 26 earned more than 
100 per cent There are 577 furniture stores reported, of which seventy-right, 
or nearly 15 per cent, earned more than 100 per cent on capital stork, and one 
earned 781 per cent. 


"We hare heard a great deal about the high cost of building in the last 


few years. 
In nearly every case an attempt is made to attribute the high cost 


to the wages paid building labor, but (his report shows that out of ROD con- 
tractors and construction companies, 154, or more than 15 per rent, earned 
profits of over 100 per cent on their capital stock, ami one of them earned ],- 
390 per cent, or nearly fourteen iinif>K its total capital in a single year. 


"In a recent speech before the Senate. Senator Capper of Kansas made 


the statement that during the war the American people paid for the ronl 
mines, the steel mills, the textile factories, and every other essential branch of 
industry. Senator Capper did not give the facts upon which his statement 
rested, and I doubt if he knew how literally true that sensational statement 
was, but the fact is and this report of the Treasury Department proves it IIP- 
yond any doubt—that the American people during the war did pay In net 
profits for the entire capital stock of the corporations in the essential lines of 
industry and trade. 


"In other words, it is clear that if the national government at the beginning 


of the war had taken over the essential lines of industry, and the American poo- 
pie had been required to pay the prices which private manufacturers and mer- 
chants have charged them, there would have been sufficient profit to pay for 
every dollar's worth of capital stock, and leave the nation today In possession 
and control of practically all its manufacturing plants. 


"If this had been done, ;ind the manufacturing officials and employes had 


performed their duties as efficiently for the government a* for the private 
corporations—and every citizen has a right to assume that neither thp manu- 
facturing officials nor the other employes would deliberately sabotage their 
government—we should have today, instead of a debt of $::6.000,000.000, a largo 
part of which went to pay for tho products of those industries. » debt of only 
the billions necessary to cover the expenses of our government, the pay of our 
soldiers, and tho loans to our allies. In .iddilinn wo should have vested in the 
federal government the ownership of billion^ of dollars worth of manufacturing 
snd commercial property. 
This opportunity now seems to bo lost, but tho pic- 


ture Of American profiteering revealed by this official document of the Treasury 
Department should be indelibly fixed in tho mind of every American citizen "
